And  though  I never  defign'd  it  to  the 
open  World,  yet  fiuce  it  hath  the  fate  to  become 
publick  , I know  none  to  whom  I can  more  fitly  ad- 
drefs  it  than  to  you,  who,  befidesour  ancient  Friend- 
fliip,  have  heretofore  in  a very  learned  Difcourfe,  af- 
forded it  more  than  an  ordinary  approbation : which, 
but  that  it  might  have  favoured  of  vain-glory  in  me, 
had  for  learnings  fake  accompani’d  this  to  the  light. 
But  truly  I am  fo  far  from  feeking  fame  from  hence, 
that  I think  it  enough  if  I be  vindicated  from  cenfure. 
And  therfore  to  manifeft  how  Antiquity  hath  valu’d 
this  kinde  o£  Argument , I have  prefixed  fome  tefti- 
monies , that  the  rigid  men  of  our  age,  who  will  be 
ready  to  fay , I have  beene  too  idly  bufi’d,  may  fee 
what  ufe  theGraecians  and  Romans  made  of  Tragae- 
dy  to  prevaile  upon  the  affe^ions  of  the  people.
